LIGHT AND POWER RATES 


Comparisons may be “odious”, but they 
do sometimes get results. Supt. Cun- 
ningham has put before the finance com- 
mittee of the city council a proposed 
schedule of reduced rates for light and 
power which, it is claimed, would put the 
Edmonton user on as good footing as the 
resident of any other western city—Win- 
nipeg excepted, it is to be assumed. The 
committee, quite properly, asked for a 
statement which would show how Edmon- 
ton light and power bills under these rates 
would compare with those paid by light 
and power users in other cities. 

This scale of proposed reductions is 
apparently a direct result of the exposure 
that has been made by the Bulletin of the 
fact that light-users and power-users in 
other western cities are buying current 
for less than Edmonton residents have to 
pay, despite the fact that this city should 
be able to supply current cheaper than any 
other large centre in this province or 
Saskatchewan. If the city council was 
aware of that fact, or had any notion of 
doing anything about it, the information 
and intention were concealed until con- 
cealment was no longer possible. 

So far from the council facing the 
situation frankly, the aldermen undertook 
to juggle with the power question behind 
closed doors. It was only when they were 
driven into the open, and faced insistently 
with the question of whether they intend- 
ed to get current for Edmonton users on 
terms as favorable as it is bought by the 
residents of other cities, that council ad- 
mitted the existence of inequality in rates, 
or showed any interest whatever in the 
subject. The bringing in of this schedule 
is the first gesture that has been made at 
the city hall in the direction of cutting 
Edmonton rates to the level of those in 
other western cities. 

Unfortunately these rates, if council 
consents to allow them to go into effect, 
will be only “paper rates” for the time so 
far as new business is concerned, Edmon- 
ton has not a surpius of current to sell at 
any price. And council does not yet know 
where or how it is going to get current. 
It has thrown three power offers in the 
waste basket and turned the fourth over 
to a committee which is to report when it | 
gets ready—if it ever does Meantime 
council instructed Mr. Cunningham to 
proceed to bring the city power plant up to 
efficiency—which seems to mean that he 
is to start the reconstruction of the plant 
at a cost of $1,500,000 with $500,000 in 
hand, trusting to luck that the taxpayers 
will supply the balance of the money a | 
year or so hence, ‘This in face of Mr, Cun- | 
ningham’s report that one of the power 
offers would provide “juice” cheaper than 
the city can generate it. 

Having been confronted with a schedule 
of rates at which it. will have to sell cur- 
rent if Edmonton is to be placed in a posi- 
tion to compete with its rivals for | 
industrial development, it would seem to | 
be time that the council devoted some real- | 
ly serious attention to the question of 
where it is going to get the current to sell, 
and at what cost. Industries cannot 
operate with power they can’t get, how- 
ever low the rates they would be charged 
if there was power for them. And the new 
homes which are being built by hundreds 
in Edmonton cannot be lighted by non- 
existent electricity, whatever figures may 
be printed on the rate card. Does council 
intend to actually supply current at these 
rates for new industries and new homes? 


Or is it only going to try to bluff the | 
public into thinking that Edmonton has 


cheap power when it hasn't surplus power 
for sale at any rates? 
ACTIONS COUNT 
The United States is not a member of

treatment.of the patient not as an aggregation of or- 
gans but qs an organism. 

I should like to say to the thousands of young 
men who, reading this column, may be thinking of 
medicine as a career, that humanity needs great 
general practitioners, great family doctors. 

I am convineed that the greatest opportunities in 
medicine today lle in the field of general practice, 

For one thing, there 1s a dearth of great general 
practitioners; quick returns in money have proselyted 
the average medical student to worship at the altars 
of specialization, 

Even tn cold terms of cash great opportunity 
knocks at the door of the man who can _ see the 
patient as a unity, sustain intimate relations with him 
over a long period, make diagnoses that take into 
account all the factors in his body, his habits, and 
his heredity. 

The general practitioner has a chance to study 
disease that rarely comes to the specialist. 

He can know whole families and know the tangled 
forces of heredity that focus In the individual. 

He can know the individual over a long stretch of 
years, not in brief hours of examination, 

He can know the long-time results of treatment 

We need the specialized practitioner, we need the 
consultant, but we need also the general practitioner 

It is very important that young men considering 
medicine as a career should realize that to be a 
general practitioner does not necessarily mean being 
shunted off into the meager life of a rural pill peddler, 
but that we are at a point in the evolution of medicine 
when the situation cries aloud for a new race of 
highly trained general practitioners.

STANDARDS 


This is one of the most important 
words not only in the English lan- 
guage but in your life! No decision 

: - has greater effect 
on how you lve 
than the standard 
of living you fol- 
low, In a_ sens 
you are not free 
to decide what 
standards you fol- 
low. Circum- 
stance, tradition 
set the standards 
for you; you talk, 
you eat, you dress, 

- you read, you go 
to school, to church, to the theatre, 
to the movies, and you behave tn 
morals and manners as do the people 
of your class, of your nelghborhood, 
of your part of the country, and 50 
on to the nation at large. 

These set the patterns of behavior 
and invite your following; they may 
fven impose them on penalty of being 
considered odd or inferior. But de- 
Spite all this you have a choice; you 
are really surrounded by several sets 
of standards, and they are not only 
different, but higher and lower, bet- 
ter and worse. You may read worth- 
while books or trash; go to the best 
plays or the worst. You may talk 
good English or a jargon of smart 
slang. 

It’s up to you to choose among the 
several patterns of taste, of behavior, 
of belief to which you are exposed 
Much of your cholce will depend 
upon how strongly you incline to do 
your own choosing, or let the world, 
or society, or custom, or public opin- 
fon, or whatever you call the forces 
that set patterns, do it for you 

The majority, the vast majority 
everywhere, and in @ democracy par- 
ticularly, have a strong tendency to 
conform; it 1s the minority, in some 
respects a small minority, that have 
a strong tendency to go their own 
way—it may be a good way or it 
may not be so good. They are indi- 
viduals, real persons, largely or at 
least reasonably self-directed. But 
the majority, likewise, are also always 


making decisions to live by higher or 
lower standards, 

You may think about it much or 
little, but you are actually adopting 
a code of living, It isn't much of an 
exaggeration to say that most of you 
have some kind of a philosoph — ot 
living—a poor thing, {t may be, but 
your own; at least, I hope you have 
for, Uke art and music and literature, 
and religion and many other of the 
choicer values of life, it is possible 
to live without them; but you live 
better, more richly, more adequately 
with them. And that’s part of the 
reasons why standards play so large « 
part in the decisions that make up 
your life and mine, By the standards 
people follow you judge them; and 
they judge you by yours. 

And now we see why a good many 
things in this rich and Interesting 
world of ours, the world we do much 
to create for ourselves, should not be 
too much standardized, too much re- 
duced to one standard for all, If 
democracy meant one standard of 
living, it would be doomed, but it 
doesn’t; it means one standard of 
rights, of ecjuality before the law. 

In all other respects we have the 
option of what grade of standards 
we follow, and as to law, we may 
assume that we are all law-abiding: 
but that doesn't settle your attitude 
toward the law, You may Uve just 
within the letter of the law. or you 
may follow its spirit in all relations 
Keeping out of jail isn't a high stand- 
ard of Lving. 

Once you get the point, you can 
apply it everywhere. In ever rela- 
tion you can live by high sta.dards 
or by low ones. ‘There are  iilions 
of married couples; but upon what 
standards they follow in the mar- 
riage relation depends the quality of 
their married life, Life ts a growth 
a succession of steps to higher and 
higher standards. An amateur stand 
ard is one thing, a professional an- 
other As you becorfie critical you 
are no longer satisfied with the third 
rate and lower; you Insist upon first 
rate, Cultivate standards, live on as 
high @ level as you can, Buch ts the 
precept of mental fitness and of 
every other kind of fitness Mke-vise.

Montreal Figures Show 
Congestion Serious — 
Little Grain in West

TORONO, May 10.—Commenting on 
the situation existing at grain export 
ports, Charles B. Watts, secretary of 
the Dominions Millers’ association, 
said iast night that if Canadian rail- 
roads wish to retain grain and flour 
tonnage to the Atlantic seaboard 
through the port of Montreal, a re- 


vision of freight rates will be neces- | 


sary. 

He thought the cut on wheat flour 
rates announced by United States 
railroads would be reflected immed- 
fately on the Canadian industry, In 
addition, he stated his belief that 


“now is the logical time to bring into | 


effect a new rate basis which will give 


greater protection to Canadian mill- 
ers,” 
He pointed out that in the United 


States the rate on flour has only been 
“a very small amount,” greater than 
the rate on grain while in Canada the 
rate has been “higher, anywhere from 
one cent to five cents.” As a result 
Buffalo had prospered to a greater ex- 
tent than Canadian ports as far as 
milling was concerned, he asserted, 
J. J, Page, manager of the Western 
Canada Flour Mills, said the lowering 
of the United States rtes would un- 
doubtedly create a greater flow of 
Canadian wheat through the port of 
Buffalo, He thought that rates should 
be reduced to hold the traffic in grain 
and that these reductions should also 
affect flour rates, in view 
United States reductions. 
Farmer Holds Little 
FORT WILLIAM, Ont., May 10.— 
Little grain remains in the hands of 
the western farmer, according to the 
report for April on movement of west- 
ern Canadian grain crops by E. A. 
Ursell, statistician to the board of 
grain commissioners, who looks for a 
rapid decrease in the Canadian visible 
supply of wheat. The report deals 
with the congestion at Montreal and 
Port Colborne, but Mr, Ursell sees 
little relief in sight for at least two 
weeks, though a tie-up at the head 
of the lakes is not anticipated, The 
movement from country elevators has 


not been as heavy as usual at this | 


time of the year so that no large ac- 
cumulation of cars awaiting unloading 
at Fort William and Port Arthur is 
expected, 

The report says the movement via 
Vancouver, is steadily diminishing, 
but the volume handled this season 
far exceeds all previous years, Sub- 
Stantional quantities are still being 
moved from interior points to Van- 
couver and a steady movement will 
continue for some time.

Have Some Banana: 


By SISTER MARY 


Bananas seem to be one of the few 
fruits always in season, They are 
usually quite cheap in price and are 
high tn food value, 

Since they contain a large amount 


of starch, we often find them served | 


with meat in place of potatoes, Thi 
starch in an unripe banana ts ,ust 
as indigestible as any other raw 


starch, Cooking, of course, acts on 
the starch as wel) as ripening of the 
fruit. A perfectly ripe banana its 
easily digested without cooking ince 
the ripening converts the starch into 
lextrine and sugar, 

The fibrouw “strings” sometimes left 
on bananas after peeling are indiges- 
tible, while the coating just under the 
peel is difficult for many people to 
digest. Children should have their 
fruit scraped before eating. 

Although bananas are low in pro- 
tein, they are a good source of vita- 
min and are classed among the “pro- 
tective” foods, 

As long as the skin of a banana ts 
unbroken the fruit ts sterile. The peel 
is @ veritable germ-proof wrapper 
This makes the banana one of the 
best raw foods available and quite 
wafe for children, 

As a banana ripens, brown spots 
Appear on the skin. When al) traces 
of basen have disappeared even at the 
ends and the brown spots are ‘een, 
bananas are best for eating 

Baking ripe bananas in the skin 
Improves their flavor for many per- 
sons, They must be baked in a quick 
oven and only until soft and the 
juice just begins to flow. Longer vak- 
ing makes them tough and dark, dry 
tasteless. 

Bananas are excellent in salads or 
fruit cups, Their bland flavor com- 
bines well with tart fruits. Strawber- 
ries and bananas especially are good 
Whenever bananas are used alone 
they should be sprinkled with lemon 
juice to prevent discoloration

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Pre School 


Children Is New Scheme to 


Help Local 


Lady Rodney Heads Com- 
mittee Making Survey 
of City’s Needs 


Edmonton will see the establishment 
of a creche for pre-school children 
within the coming year, if sufficient | 
response is made to the movement 
started by a committee of prominent 
women meeting in the mayor's office | 
on Thursday afternoon, Mrs, Edward | 
Underwood and Mrs. W. Tierney 
sponsored a motion by which a sur- 
vey will be made of various districts 
in the city to ascertain the need of 
a day creche, to which mothers em- 
ployed outside the home could bring 
their children under six years of age, 
and leave them during the day, The 
survey will be conducted by question- 
naire to women's organizations, 
churches, factories, Salvation Army, 
eity clinics, relief board, and other 
bodies, 

A suggested plan was to carry the 
creche on in rooms of the city 
churches, which are little used during 
the week, It was felt that these 
would be warm and adequate, and vol- 
unteer workers could take charge of 
the children. ‘The question of medi- 
cal examination, diet, and cost will 
be gone into by the committee, 

Less City Relief 

Some discussion took place as to the 
need of such a creche, and it was 
generally felt that the movement 
would prove very helpful to a large 
number of mothers, Miss Lieta Mar- 


j tin, of the Outdoor Clinic Relief, felt 


that such an organization would re- 
lease many mothers and allow them 
to go to work, thus relieving the city 
relief work, Mrs, F, Robertson felt 
the Victorian Order of Nurses 
would be willing to co-operate in. the 
proposition, 
How Other Cities Do It 

Several cases were described, and 
Mrs. J, Clyde Macdonald, of the Chil- 
dren's Aid, told of one mother who 
was forced to leave a five-year-old 
child at home alone all day while she 
worked. Lady Rodney, child welfare 
convener of the Local Council of Wo-
